Response to Amendment 
The receipt of supplemental preliminary amendment of 10/10/2003, is acknowledged. 
Claims l-22have been canceled. Claims 23-37 have been added and are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
I. Claims 23, 24, 25, drawn to an isolated virus and a preparation, classified in class 
424, subclass 204.1. 

IL Claims 26, 27, 29, 30, 3 1, 32, 33, drawn to DNA fragment of ORF 1, 2, and 3, 
expression vector, and vaccine, classified in class 435, subclass 91.1. 

III. Claim 34, drawn to method of detecting, classified in class 435, subclass 7. 1 . 

IV. Claims 31, 33, and 35, drawn to multivalent vaccine, classified in class 424 
subclass 199.1. 

V. Claim 36, drawn to a probe or primer, classified in class 536, subclass 24.33. 

VI. Claim 37 drawn to antibodies, classified in class 436, subclass 548. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I- VI are mutually exclusive and patentably distinct products each 
are structurally and functionally different products which are made by different methods and 
have different uses and delineate different results, and have different effect on interaction, 
antigenicity and immune response. The examination of all groups would require different 
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searches in the U.S. Patent Shoes and scientific literature and would require the consideration of 
different patentability issues. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
